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WASHINGTON - The Rea¬ 
gan administration, which five 
years ago proposed massive 
evacuations from cities in the 
event of nuclear attack, is con¬ 
sidering a revised plan that 
would shelter state and local 


officials while encouraging the 
rest of the population to rely on 
“self-help.” 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency has draft¬ 
ed a $1.5 billion plan to build 
600 bomb shelters for local of- 
ficials between 1988 and 1992, 
according to internal FEMA 


documents. The proposal is 
being reviewed by other agen¬ 
cies, including the Defense De¬ 
partment and Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budget, FEMA 
officials said. 

The shelters would enable lo¬ 
cal governments to manage 
“the trans-attack period” and 


restore “post-attack govern¬ 
ment and society,” a FEMA 
document said. Eventually, 3,- 
400 shelters would be built, at 
unspecified cost. 

The shelters would also pro¬
